REMARKS 

The Specification has been amended to set forth in detail the precise geneology 
of this application. 

Claim 1 has been cancelled. 

Claims 20, 21, 26, 35 and 36 have been amended. 

Claims 20-36 remain in the application. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 20-22, 34 and 35 as anticipated by Roehr. That 
rejection is respectfully traversed for the following reasons. 

An anticipating reference must contain all elements recited in a claim rejected over 
the reference, together with all of the limitations and relationships between the elements. 
It is submitted that Roehr does not teach "an inflatable structure" formed between an 
"overlaying sheet" and "a laminate base sheet" including an under layer of a fibrous 
material and an upper surface. 

First, Roehr nowhere describes his cover as "inflatable" or as an "inflatable 
structure". In this regard, the English translation of Roehr submitted by the applicant does 
not include the terms "inflatable", "inflating", or "inflation" at all. Further, the 
undersigned has scanned the original German-language version of the Roehr references 
without finding the German-language terms given for "inflatable" by Langenscheidt' s New 
College German Dictionary. The undersigned neither reads nor understands German and 
accepts the possibility that terms other than those given by Langenscheidt might be used 
as synonyms for or in definitions of "inflatable". However, it is submitted that absence 
of the terms used by Langenscheidt to define "inflatable" is evidence that Roehr does not 
teach an "inflatable" covering or a covering with "inflatable space". 

The Examiner is urged to carefully consider the meaning of the term "inflatable" 
with respect to convective thermal blankets of the kind described and claimed in this 
application. In this art, convective structures that are "inflatable" have been distinguished 
from those that are "non- inflated". The distinction appears first in U.S. Patent No. 
2,601,189 of Wales, where the deficiencies and difficulties of "inflatable" air delivery 
devices are discussed in detail at column 1, lines 5-38. Wales distinguishes a product 
characterized as "a flexible self-sustaining non-inflated duct delivery manifold with a grid 
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of closely spaced support points on its underside to provide homogenous accessability to 

the covered body of the delivered air." Wales, col. 1, lines 41-45. Logically, an 

"inflatable" thermal blanket of the kind disclosed and claimed comprises a structure that 

may be characterized as nonself-sustaining when not inflated. Modernly, a thermal 

blanket that includes "inflatable" space or structure between an "overlaying material sheet" 

and a "base sheet" has been recognized. See, for example, U.S. Patent No. 5,343,579, 

where the patentee stated: 

The blanket may be formed of any suitable material capable of being 
sealed together at selected positions and having sufficient strength to allow 
inflation and adequate air distribution within the inflated portion. Such 
materials include plastics, non-woven wood pulp compositions, laminated 
plastic and wood pulp materials, and combinations thereof. (The italics 
have been added for emphasis). 

To merely characterize "inflatable" as referring to any object that will distend or deform 
in response to a sufficient amount of air pressure is to disregard the significance that has 
been accorded this term in this art, if not to entirely banish the term as a limitation for 
any purpose whatsoever in the convective thermal blanket art. 

With respect to the importance of inflatability, see further U.S. Patent No. 
5,343,579, at column 3, lines 33-39, where the patentees stated: 

The blanket may be formed of any suitable material capable of being 
sealed together at selected positions and having sufficient strength to allow 
inflation and adequate air distribution within the inflated portion. Such 
materials include plastics, non-woven wood pulp compositions, laminated 
plastic and wood pulp materials, and combinations thereof (The italics 
have been added for emphasis). 

Manifestly, an unexpected result of using a laminated base sheet is enhancement of the 
inflatability of a thermal blanket constructed according to Claim 20. This much is 
admitted in the cited passage of U.S. Patent No. 5,343,579. In this regard, the Examiner's 
attention is also respectfully directed to U.S. Patent No. 5,125,238. For example at 
column 3, lines 1-62 of the '238 patent, the characteristics of and inflatable thermal 
blanket that are set forth include a "laminate assembly 18" including a "lower flexible 
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sheet 14" and a layer of "wood pulp air-laid material 16" that is adhesively bonded to the 
lower side of the lower flexible sheet 14. Inflatable space is formed between the lower 
flexible sheet 14 and the upper flexible sheet 12. Again, this specific and detailed 
description in the '238 patent sets forth an "inflatable" thermal blanket, strongly indicating 
the significance of this limitation and its strong link to the presence of a laminate base 
sheet. 

Further, Claim 20 recites specifically-limited elements that are arranged in a 
particular order: and "overlaying sheet" is attached to "the upper surface" of a "laminate 
base sheet" including an under layer of fibrous material and an upper layer. Roehr does 
not assign any order to his layers, describing them only as forming a "double-walled cover 
of two layers". The English translation of the Roehr reference does not include the term 
"laminate" or the phrase "laminated to". These phrases do not appear in the English 
translation of Roehr. Furthermore, the synonyms and definitions given by Langenscheidt 
for "lamina", "laminated", and "lamination" can not be found in the German- language 
version of Roehr. Accordingly, for the failure to explicitly set forth an inflatable thermal 
blanket in which an "inflatable structure" is formed between an "overlaying sheet" and a 
"laminate base sheet", it is submitted that Roehr does not anticipate these claims. 

Claim 35 is similar to Claim 20 in reciting a "multi-layer base sheet with a fibrous 
under layer and an upper surface" with a "flexible upper sheet" attached to the upper 
surface of the base sheet so that the base sheet and upper sheet form "an inflatable 
structure . . . ". 

Finally, both Claim 20 has been amended to recite "a non-inflatable portion . . . 
near a head end of the inflatable structure ..." while Claim 35 has been amended to 
recite "a non-inflatable recess" that is at a first end of an inflatable structure. To these 
have been added an inflation inlet "near a foot end" (Claim 20) and "near a second end" 
(Claim 35) of the inflatable structure. Neither of these limitations are taught or suggested 
by Roehr. The Examiner is therefore respectfully requested to withdraw this rejection 
with respect to Claims 20 and 35. 

With respect to Claims 21, 22, and 34, the rejection of these claims for 
anticipation by Roehr is traversed for the reasons given above. Further, Claim 21 has 
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been amended to recite that the opening is "into the center of the inflatable structure." 
This limitation is absent from Roehr. Claim 22 further limits the inflatable structure to 
including space "between the overlaying sheet and the upper surface of the base sheet." 
Since Roehr does not distinguish between an overlaying sheet and a base sheet and does 
not distinguish between upper and lower surfaces on a base sheet, it is submitted that 
Roehr lacks these limitations. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 23 and 25-31 for obviousness over Roehr. That 
rejection is traversed as follows. 

To establish a prima facie case of obviousness for these claims, the Examiner must 
first establish a teaching in the art for modifying Roehr, second, an expectation that the 
modification will be successful, and, third, a teaching or suggestion of all the limitations 
in the modified reference. Regarding Claims 23, 28 and 31, the Examiner states that 
"paper is commonly known as a substitute for fabric when it is desired to make an article 
disposable." First, the applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to indicate where 
"disposability" is a factor in selection of material to make the lower surface of a base 
sheet in an inflatable thermal blanket. Second, assuming disposability is a factor in 
selection of the material, many materials can be used to make the lower surface of the 
base sheet of an inflatable thermal blanket, of which paper is only one. If it is the 
Examiner's position that it is "obvious to try" paper, then the rejection must be withdrawn 
absent some teaching or suggestion in the art of a special characteristic or property of 
paper as a substitute for fabric. Otherwise, the Examiner must withdraw the rejection 
with regard to Claims 23, 28 and 31. 

With regard to Claims 25, 26, 27, 29, and 30, the Examiner states that "Roehr's 
fabric layer would obviously have been the layer placed closest to the patient for purposes 
of comfort." The "comfort" factor of a fibrous base sheet has become apparent only after 
the making and selling of thermal blankets by the applicant. It is incontrovertible that 
retrospective reasoning, based on an applicant's disclosure may not be used to support a 
rejection for obviousness. It would seem that this rule would encompass retrospective 
reasoning based upon a desirable property that becomes apparent through the manufacture 
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and sale of products after the filing of an ancestor to this patent application. Accordingly, 
the Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw this rejection. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 32 and 33 for obviousness over Augustine's 
'188 patent in view of Roehr, again, based upon the "comfort" of a fibrous layer 
incorporated into the inflatable air cover of the '188 patent. Again, the "comfort" 
property of the fibrous lower surface of the base sheet of an inflatable thermal blanket has 
emerged and been recognized by the art only after the filing of an ancestor of this patent 
application. Use of this later-discovered factor to motivate the skilled craftsman before 
the filing of the earliest ancestor of this application is retrospective reasoning which 
cannot support a rejection for obviousness. Accordingly the Examiner is respectfully 
requested to withdraw this rejection. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1 and 36 for obviousness over Roehr in view 
of Hardy, arguing that Hardy makes it obvious "to have provided a non-inflatable recess 
for the head at the end of Roehr' s blanket for its inherent purpose." Claim 1 has been 
cancelled, making the rejection moot in this regard. The applicants respectfully traverse 
this rejection as to Claim 36 as follows. 

With respect to the first requirement of prima facie obviousness, neither Hardy nor 
Roehr suggests their combination to achieve an inflatable structure with "a non-inflatable 
recess near" either a first end or a head end of the inflatable structure. Hardy's structure 
is not inflatable and he nowhere discusses the need to view the face of a patient. Roehr' s 
structure is not shown with any orientation with respect to a patient. Neither does Roehr 
discuss the necessity of observing a patient's face for the reasons given in this application. 
No reason is offered by the Examiner regarding the success of the proposed modification 
of Roehr, in accordance with the second requirement for prima facie obviousness. 
Finally, Hardy manifestly does not show or teach "a non-inflatable portion". Hardy shows 
an opening that receives the neck of a person. The opening is filled with nothing but air. 
There is no "non-inflatable portion" of any structure in Hardy's apparatus. Accordingly, 
if Hardy where combined with Roehr, the most that would result would be Roehr' s 
structure with a cutout in it not filled with any "portion" of a structure and not oriented 
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to any particular portion of an article. Accordingly, the rejection does not meet the three, 
criteria set out for prima facie obviousness, and the Examiner is respectfully requested to 
withdraw this rejection with respect to Claim 36 and also to take into consideration these 
comments with respect to Claim 35 as amended in this paper. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 37-39 for obviousness over Augustine in view 
of Roehr and Hardy. That rejection is traversed for the reasons given above with respect 
to Claim 36. That is, since viewing is not a consideration of any of these three 
references, their combination for this purpose is not suggested, no reason has been given 
by the Examiner to expect that the combination would be successful, and even if 
combined, the reference would not include "a non-inflatable portion" of an "inflatable 
structure". Accordingly, this rejection does not meet the requirements set forth for prima 
facie obviousness and the Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw it. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1 and 20-39 for obviousness-type double 
patenting over Claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 5,184,612. In view of the Terminal 
Disclaimer forwarded herewith, it is submitted that this rejection should be withdrawn. 

The Examiner's attention is also drawn to U.S. Patent No. 5,246,656, submitted 
in an accompanying Information Disclosure Statement as further evidence of novelty and 
non-obviousness of the claims in this application. 

The '656 patent is evidence of the Roehr reference's failure to disclose all 
elements, limitations, and relationships of the rejected claims and also its lack of 
enablement with respect to the claimed invention. In this first regard, the '656 patent is 
cumulative with the '579 and '238 patents as evidence that "inflatable space", and a "base 
sheet including a first layer of a first base sheet material and a second layer of the second 
base sheet material laminated to the first layer ..." are absent from Roehr 5 s reference. 
In the rejected claims, "inflatable space", a "base sheet", and "a first layer of a first base 
sheet material and a second layer of a second base sheet material laminated to the first 
layer" are all positively-recited limitations that are not in Roehr 5 s reference; they are not 
new or unappreciated uses of elements or limitations that are in Roehr 5 s reference. 
Further, Roehr's reference gives absolutely no teaching of how to make the "inflatable 
thermal blanket" of the claims. In this regard, the construction details given at page 8, 
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line 23 - page 9, line 8 are echoed in the '656 patent description of the materials and 
methods used to construct an inflatable thermal blanket including a lower side that 
comprises a lower film having a non-woven material laminated thereto. See the '656 
patent at column 3, lines 37-61. In other words, it is only after the applicant invented the 
inflatable thermal blanket of the rejected claims and the public began to copy it that the 
art manifested the knowledge required to make the blanket. In this case, the art is not 
prior art, but rather subsequent art that has developed by virtue of the novel and non- 
obvious inflatable thermal blanket set forth in Claims 19-48 of this application. 

The '656 patent cites U.S. Patent No. 5,125,238 (the '238 patent). The thermal 
blanket described and claimed in the '238 patent is discussed at length in the background 
of the '656 patent. In the background discussion, the significance of the orientation of 
the lower side of the blanket is set forth at column 1, lines 22-30. The specific 
arrangement and relationship of the parts of the base sheet are described in detail in this 
passage as follows: 

Preferably, the blanket lower side outer surface is provided with a non- 
woven, fibrous layer which though thin, is sufficient to increase the 
frictional characteristics of the blanket envelope forming material, which 
is usually a thin plastic film of a flexible nature. 

Usually, the warming blanket is directly placed upon the patient's body 
wherein the lower blanket surface, i.e. the non-woven material, will 
directly engage the patient's body. ['656 patent, column 1, lines 26-34]. 

Further in the background section, fabrication of the '238 patent's thermal blanket 
is described: 

An additional object of the invention is to provide a method for punching 
airflow control orifices in a thin film or web . . . 

In the practice of the invention, a patient warming, or cooling, blanket is 
formed by a pair of flexible thermoplastic sheets of film heat sealed at 
their periphery, and at spaced internal locations to define an envelope. A 
fitting communicating with the blanket envelope interior permits 
pressurized air to be supplied to the blanket for inflation purposes. The 
lower side of the blanket, i.e. the blanket side disposed toward the patient 
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covered by the blanket, includes an outer non-woven fibrous material to 
provide a friction surface, and the lamination of the fibrous material and 
the lower film is provided with a plurality of air control orifices through 
which the air within the blanket is directed toward the patient and bed 
supporting the patient. ['656 patent at column 2, lines 10-29]. 

It is difficult to imagine more direct, uncontrovertible evidence of the patentable 
significance of "inflatability" and lamination than this passage.
